ventor thereof, lose proper perspec- 
! tive. and the unbiased outsider with 
the necessary fundamental training 
can see what the insider fails to rec­ 
ognize.

tion, as those in power insist that

The tem perature in July this year 
locally was 3.2 degrees 
above 
the 
normal averdge while the 
rainfall 
was 2.33 inches below the normal, 
and was .19 inches less than last 
i year. 
The condition is not 
alarming, 
however, due to the fact th at there 
! was an excess of precipitation dur- 
I ing April, May. and June this year. 
| and while some damage m ight result 
: to crops if the precipitation during 
| August is again away below’ normal, 
most of the 
crops 
have 
become 
j pretty well set. 
The m ean maximum tem perature 
| here for July this year was 88.7 de- 
i grees, the norm al mean maximum 
being 86.2. 
The m ean minimum 
for the m onth was 62.9 degrees, while 


the norm al m ean minimum is 57.7. 
The m ean average tem perature tor 
the m onth was 75.8 
degrees, 
the 
mean normal average being 72.6. 
Thus it will be seen, the m ean av­ 
erage this year was 3.2 degrees above 
normal. 
Last year, the m ean aver­ 
age for the m onth was 72.4 degrees 
or tw o-tenths below normal. 
The highest tem perature was 98 
degrees, which was recorded on the 
2nd of the m onth and 
on several 
succeeding days. 
Last year, 
the 
highest tem perature was 100 degrees, 
w’hich was reached twice during the 
month. The lowest tem perature was 
48 degrees on July 12. 
The great­ 
est daily range was 33 degrees on 
July 27 and 28. 
There was I 81 inches of rainfall 
during the m onth, the greatest fall 
in 24 hours being .51 inches on July 
22. 
There were ten days with .01 
inches or more of rainfall. 
Days 
clear were 18, partly 
cloudy, 
10; 
cloudy, 3. The normal precipitation 
during July is 4 14 inches. 
The de­ 
ficiency this year being 2.33 inches. 
Last year the rainfall was 2 inches 
even, a deficiency of 2 14 inches be­ 
ing shown.

Again and again the vexed ques­ 
tion of the wheat and cotton sur­ 
pluses comes to the fore and is ar­ 
gued on the newspaper front pages 
and elsewhere. 
Boards of trade and influential 
senators request or demand that the 
farm beard promise to keep the 
great “stabilization” holdings off the 
markets until prices reach a certain 
figure. 
The farm board declares it 
will do nothing of the sort, but will 
retain freedom of action, reminding 
everybody that its reason for exist­ 
ence is to get the best possible 
prices for farmers, and that it is 
ridiculous to suppose th at it will do 
anything that would tend to make 
prices lower. • 
• 


The fundamental t r o u b l e , of 
course, is that the surpluses do exist, 
everybody knows they exist, and 
they cannot be hidden or forgot­ 
ten. 
Indeed, it is likely that the 200,- 
000.000 bushels of wheat and 1,300,- 
000 bales of cotton held by the sta­ 
bilization corporations—these being 
the commonly accepted totals—are 
more conspicuous, more "in the 
show window”, than if in private 
hands. Cer ainly never have excess 


supplies of any commodities been so 
well advertised. 
As a m atter of theory, a surplus 
ought to be less of a weight on prices 
when it is in “strong hands” than 
when it is privately owned, and sub­ 
ject to being “dumped” at any mo- 
neni 
That was the theory on which 
the marketing act was framed. But 
it appears th at the endless conro- 
versies and extra advertising of the 
wheat and cotton over-supplies have 
more than neutralized that effect. 
• 
* 
• *-> 
The position of the farm board is 
very simple. It says: "We own this 
stuff, it exists, it must be sold some 
time. The only other thing we could 
do would be to destroy it, and public 
opinion would not stand for that. 
"If the 1931 crops were small ones, 
there would be no problem, but the 
wheat crop is large and the cotton 
crop not much reduced from last 
year. To hold this wheat and cotton 
would merely bring on a much 
worse situation a year from now-. In 
the long run it will prove better for 
farmers if we begin to work off these 
surpluses, a little at a time, regard­ 
less of complaints and of the imme­ 
diate effect on prices.” 
That, at all events, is what the 
farm board appears to be bent on 
doing. 
And since the board is an 
independent body, the creature of 
Congress, the only way to change its 
mind 
would be for Congress 
to 
change or repeal the marketing act. 
Of course there is a chance of 
this. 
But it could hardly happen 
before next January at the earliest, 
and plenty of water will have gone 
over the wheel before that.

Many reports are being received 
at The News office of enormous 
green and yellow striped worms be­ 
ing found on tom ato plants. 
These are the larvae of the hawk 
m oth, and attack tobacco plants 
partcularly, although in this sec­ 
tion of the country where no to­ 
bacco is grown, they attack tom ato 
plants. 
One of these worms can do an 
enormous am ount of damage, in ­ 
stances having been known where 
they would destroy practically half 
a big tom ato plant in a day’s time. 
If allowed to go unchecked, they 
would ravage several plants in a 
week’s time as they are voracious 
feeders. 
There are two kinds 
of 
these 


worms, which are green or yellow 
in color, with white stripes running 
obliquely along the body, and with 
a black hornlike process near the 
tail. 
The botanical name for this m on­ 
ster is Phlegethontius quinquem acu- 
latus. 
These worms are frequently found 
on tom ato plants but this year there 
seems to be an unusual num ber of 
them.

African Phone-Radio 
System An Odd One 


(International News Service) 
PARIS, July 31.—The primitive 
telephone and radio system used in 
French W est Africa m akes one of 
the most interesting exhibits at the 
International 
Colonial 
Exposition 
now going on in Vincennes. 
The apparatus consists simply of 
a drum made from a hollowed tree 
trunk which is beaten with drum ­ 
sticks in such a way as to send a 
message all over the jungle. 
The 
sticks are used to produce sharp or 
soft notes, and the Fangs, or n a ­ 
tives of the region, who are ex­ 
tremely quick of hearing, pick up 
the sounds 
and 
transm it 
them . 
Each village possesses its “Niko,” or 
little radio station. 
Although some of these particular 
natives 
have 
a 
fondness for h u ­ 
mans, they also have a weakness* for 
poetry, and pretty rhymes take the 
place of num bers in this system. So 
instead of saying “Central 5003 to 
the telephone-m an, 
one 
calls out 
something like: “Oh. if I were rich 
as w ater,” or “D eath h ath no fear 
of a beautiful girl,” etc., etc. 


Maturing, 
Of Skeleton 
Is Depicted 


Bone Growth Amazing, Clen- 
dening Declares 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 
The growth of the skeleton from 
infancy to adult life is one of the 
mcst amazing adaptations in n a ­ 
ture. 
The bones are not only rigid 
organs, but they m ust retain a def­ 
inite shap and position to perform 
their functions. 
Once formed they 
do not change Size or shape, except 
when injured (as by fracture) or 
in the presence of a few very rare 
diseases. 
Yet every bone m ust in ­ 
crease several times in length and 
size between infancy and adult liie. 
Nature does this by keeping a 
large part of the bones in the form 
of cartilage until growth is com­ 
pleted. 
In the long bones the car­ 
tilage is at the end of the bone. The 
wrists, ankles, knees, elbows, hips 
and shoulders are, therefore, s i t 
during the years of childhood. 
It 
is in these places th at growtn oc­ 
curs. 
While in the cartilaginous 
state these ends of the long bones 
are called the epiphyses. 
In in ju r­ 
ies during childhood, 
instead 
of 
fractures resulting, there may be 
only separation of an epiphysis. 
Solid bone form ation is not com­ 
plete until after the fourteenth or 
fifteenth year in the bones of the 
extremities. 
Not until the age of 
twenty-two to twenty-five is the 
entire skeleton completely ossified 
as in the adult form. 
Parts of the 
ribs are cartilaginous until old age, 
allowing for flexibility in the move­ 
ments of the chest during variations 
in breathing. 
The spine of the infant and child 
is particularly flexible. 
It does not. 
have the curves present in the adult 
spine. An infant seated on the floor 
will show’ a gradual rounding of the 
back without the inward bend in 
the lower part of the back, which 
makes the adult back so m uch stif- 
fer and less movable. 
Among the 
most 
beautiful ad ­ 
justm ents of nature is the develop­ 
m ent of the jaw. The infant has a 
very small jaw and when the teeth 
come in they are very small and 


fitted to the digestive needs of the 
early time of life. 
As the jaw de­ 
velops to fit the skull these teeth 
would be completely inadequate. So 
nature provides for two sets of teeth, 
the second set larger and more deep­ 
ly set and attached in the jaw. The 
only grievance is th a t she ought to 
have provided for three sets, a third 
one to come in about the age of 
fifty. 
T hat would have given the 
d e n t al 
profession 
something 
to 
think about. 
Be good to the baby's second set 
of teeth. 
Remember th at the first 
of the perm anent set to come in are 
the back teeth—the molars. 
They 
come in during the sixth year. Do 
not make the m istake of supposing 
they are the last of the first set and 
for that reason allow them to decay. 
The tw’o front teeth come in dur­ 
ing the sixth or seventh year. The 
rest up to the tw elfth year, except 
for the very last of all, which may 
not appear until complete wisdom 
is attained.

July 31—The im ­ 
portance of the Philadelphia area as 
a source or distributing point for 
fruits, vegetables, and cut flowers, 
Is shown by a report on certification 
of shipm ents Issued by G. B. Stich- 
ter, supervising 
inspector 
in the 
Japanese beetle quarantine work. 
Stichter’s records show th at be­ 
tween June 15 and July 15 this year, 
bananas were certified for shipm ent 
from Philadelphia to 71 points in 
nine states and one point in Canada; 
cut flow’ers were destined to 152 
points in 22 states as far south as 
Florida, west to Missouri and north 
to Maine; and produce were certi­ 
fied for shipm ent to 143 points in 
2 states including three in Califor­ 
nia. 
Ships whose provisions were 
certified, reported destinations as 
33 seaboard ports in 13 states. 
“This certification work repre­ 
sents a benefit of 
the 
Japanese 
quarantine which Is not generally 
recognized.” said R. H. Ball, direc­ 
tor. bureau df plant industry, P enn­ 
sylvania D epartm ent of Agriculture. 
“It .'hows 
conclusively 
th at 
the 
quarantine 
providing

growers 
and shippers to reach a very wide

In hectic flag campaigns there is 
little or no criticism of umpiring, as 
a rule. Ambitious m anagers are too 
busy to split hairs over every possi­ 
b le mistake.

efforts of his own team to catch up, 
the bench boss is liable to become 
crochety aa 1 crabbed, to be only too 
eacer to shift some of his own bur­ 
dens onto the shoulders in blue.

A baseball m anager, harassed by 
a carping home crowd, has but to 
squawk at the first dubious decision 
to set the grandstand wolves swing­ 
ing off his own trail and set out in 
full cry after the offending umps.
